One half [of the world does [not 
know how the other half liv es-pcssi- 
bly becau se a m ajority cf the inhabi­ 
tants are men and not gabbing w o­ 
men. 
Ev en here in Knshv ilie we do 
not know how the other fellow liv es 
and in m any instances why they liv e. 
Probably this fact is not presented in 
a more forcible maimer than in the 
case of the “ H nny aks” who are w ork­ 
ing here on the sewer and who liv e 
all hu ddled u p in one hou se of fiv e 
rooms, thirty in nu mber. 
They oc­ 
cu py the little brick hou se on N orth 
Jackson 
street, 
near Sev enth. 
One 
little lone woman is the m other ol 
this aggregation and attends to all the 
hou sehold du ties,w hich are not m any ; 
neither are they v aried. 
The little colony of foreigners eat 
hu t a small am ou nt, if any , cooked 
food, and their diet consists principally 
of ry e bread, water, large onions, and 
a 
whole 
portion 
of “ after-dinner 
ta lk.” 
They jabber and jabber while 
engaged in eating and to hear them 
one is firmly conv inced that the v ery 
birds of the air m ast hav e a langu age 
of their own, for indeed their chirp- 
iu g sou nds more intelligent than some 
of the jou nd s em itted from the Ilu n 
y aks. 
At one of the local bakeries they 
hav e a standing order for one hu ndred 
loav es of ry e bread and on Su nday 
they eat an ex tra loftf each, m aking 
the w eek’s su pply am ou nt to 7 80. 
Satu rday night is the only tim e they 
indu lge in any lu x u ries whatev er. The 
end of_the week’s toil finds a com m it­ 
tee of three or fou r carry ing as many 
cases of b e e rjo th#ir home of their 
shou lders. 
. When [the [H u ny aks were working 
on N orth Harrison street, one of the 
residents who had more heart than ex ­ 
perience or ju dgm ent, gav e the “ a 
poor fellow ” as she called him, a cowl 
of hot soap. 
The nex t day at noon 
there were ov er tw enty of the laborers 
sitting abou t in her y ard w aiting for 
the good “ lady bou ntifu l. ” 
Bu t they all enjoy life in their pe- 
cu liarjw ay , in fact they are now e a t­ 
ing their “ w hite bread” and m aking 
more money than they ev er dreamed of 
m aking when they liv ed in sou thern 
Eu rope. 
And 
most of it is 
being 
sent 
back 
to their 
fam ilies 
and 
the H u nv ak w ill lollow when he has 
amassed w hat 
he deems a su itable 
fortu ne, to spend the rem ainder of 
his day s in a life of ease. 
They come to this cou ntry in bond­ 
age, insomncb as a company organized 
for the pu rpose of bringing im m igrants 
here, fu rnish them w ith enou gh fu nds 
to come and prov ide for their families 
while they are away . 
Then ou t of 
their first wages comes the money to 
the “ ex porting” company , and in all 
probability a large interest m u st 
be 
paid together w ith the principle. 
The 
Hu nv aks come here in companies and 
are acoompanied by a representativ e 
of the “ Shy locks” who bring them 
here.

Harrisbu rg, Pa., Feb. 12.—The cli­ 
max in the state capitol conspiracy 
trial was reached yesterday afternoon 
ju st before the commonwealth closed 
when Stanford B. Lewis, assistant to 
Architect Josep h M. Hu ston declared 
on the witness stand that Contractor 
John H. Sanderson, one of the defen­ 
dants, complained that he did not 
want to cu t down his bills becau se be 
"had to pu t u p a big wad for other 
people.” 
Lewis also testified that the letter 
which he produ ced Monday with the 
explanation that it was responsible 
for his being indicted for conspiracy, 
had been written and brou ght to him 
by former Au ditor General Snyder, a 
defendant in the p resent case, for his 
signatu re, in which Lewis was made 
to say he had certified to a bill for 
$ 187,735.20 paid to the Pennsylvania 
Constru ction company for metallic fil­ 
ing cases, which he had fou nd correct. 
Lewis’s testimony followed the in­ 
trodu ction of docu mentary evidence to 
show that thou sands of dollars were 
paid to Sanderson for capitol fu rnish­ 
ings months before their delivery, de­ 
sp ite of the fact that certificates of 
receipt in good condition were requ ir­ 
ed by law before bills cou ld be ap­ 
proved. 
The testim ony of Lewis was 
direct and u nqu alified and was Dot at­ 
tack ed by the defense. 
W hen the trial was resu med today 
the defense moved that the cou rt^ di­ 
rect the ju ry to bring in a verdict of 
acqu ittal on the grou nd that the com­ 
monwealth has not made ou t a case 
Shou ld the cou rt overru le this motion, 
the defense will ou tline its side to the 
ju ry. 
A large nu m ber of witnesses 
have been su bpoenaed by the defense, 
bu t it is dou btfu l if the case will reach 
the ju ry before the middle of next 
week .

Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 12.—Reports 
made to Oscar Hadley , treasurer of 
state, by the public depositories se- 
Hadley by the public depositories se­ 
lected for sta te fuuds, show that the 
Interest on state funds for J anuary 
amounted

$2,000. 
Interest checks from practically all of 
the depositories have been received, 
and it is believed the amount will not 
be less than $2,000, and may be more. 
It Is explained at the treasurer’s office 
that the interest in the future will not 
be so large. 
A little more than $1,- 
000,000 in school funds was turned 
over to state depositories when the 
public depository law went into ef­ 
fect. 
All of this has been disbursed 
among the various counties, and in 
the future, according to the law, the 
county depositories will take care of 
these funds and the interest will go 
to the counties. 
The amount of sta te 
funds in the different depositories at 
the close of business Monday was $1,- 
202,778.43. 
It is estimated that in the 
future the monthly interest on sta te 
funds will range from $500 a month 
to $1,500 a month.
